Mitigates Against Any Improve- 
ment in Track Conditions. 



Numerous Withdrawals Result in 
Small Fields and Substitute 
Race for One Declared Off. 



I..OUISVILL 1 E, Ky., May 29. — Additional 
rains during Thursday night mitigated 
against any improvement in track conditions 
and again kept the better grade of horses 
in their respective stables. The original fifth 
race, because of withdrawals, had to be called 
off and a new race, engaging six platers of 
the ordinary type, substituted. 

Peals of thunder and overcast skies threat- 
ened a downpour and was probably respon- 
sible for a decreased attendance. Consider- 
ing the iinpropitious w’eather and lack of 
feature it was a surprisingly large crowd 
that witnessed the sport. Several of the 
finishes were of the close variety and the 
races hard-fought from the start. 

Six of the contests were under claiming 
conditions, the exception being the juvenile 
dash for maiden two-year-old fillies. The 
evenly matched fields ser\ed as good betting 
mediums and the public was in fairly good 
form for they managed to land on the 
winners with frequency. 

In the substitute race The Runt was win- 
ner. It was a lucky victory for him. San- 
dalwood, the favorite, raced as if best, but 
bad riding coupled with interference the 
horse suffered was a combination against 
him and contributed to his failure to over- 
haul the fast-tiring The Runt. Ruby was 
best of the other four starters and finished 
in third place. 

HAIR-RAISING FINISH. 

Another hair-raising finish came in the 
sixth race when My Destiny, under hard 
urging, succeeded in outstaying Sam Men- 
gel, with Frances Victoria heading a com- 
pact band for third place. My Destiny and 
Sam Mengel began their hard duel in the 
last eighth and continued until the end, 
with the result in doubt until the judges 
displayed their award. 

The finish in the opener was a thriller be- 
tween Quotation and War Prize, good jockey- 
sliip deciding the result, with honors going to 
the diminutive R. Williams, whose persever- 
ance enabled him to outride R. Fisher in the 
last few strides. War Prize should have been 
the victor. He headed Quotation an eighth 
out and was going well when Fisher sud- 
denly drew his whip and in applying it 
caused War Prize to swerve into Quotation. 
Williams kept determinedly at his task on 
the latter and got up again in the last stride. 

Harry Payne Whitney earned his first 
purse of the meeting when his two-year-old 
Fly at it got home in advance of a band of 
maiden two-year-old fillies that started in 
the second race. Rock of Ages, under hard 
urging, managed to outstay My Dream for 
second place. The winner raced well after 
leaving the post. She came around the others 
and took command a furlong out From then 
on she held the others safe, but Parke did not 
lake much chance and continued to ride her 
out 

SPECTACULAR CONTEST. j 

The four starters making the mile and an *, 
eighth contest furnished the most spectacular 
race that has been witnessed here during 
the meeting, with Prince K., a stoutly backed ' 
favorite, the winner by a length, with noses 
separating Lieut. Colonel, Blowing Bubbles' 
and Ramkin. The quartette raced in closely 
grouped style for the entire way. Lieut. 
Colonel was the leader with Prip''“ K. his 
closest follower until midway of the stretch, 
where Prince K. took command and held 
sway thereafter. The battle for second place 
was spirited, with the result in doubt until 
the last strides. 

S. X. Holman's Llewellyn furnished an up- 
set in the third race in which some fairly 
good platers met by winning handily from 
Ten Sixty, with Modna in third place. The 
winner raced into prominence soon after the 
start and drew out in the last eighth to win 
with much in reserve. Ten Sixty after show- 
ing goo<l early speed held on well. Modna 
»e*gan tiring in the stretch and just lasted 
for third place.

3Iarks First Success of Kenton Stable at 
3Ieeting — Gray Gables Outlasts Anglum 
31ald After Spirited Stretch Battle. 



TORONTO, Ont., May 29. — Sarko, carrying 
the white and red colors of the Kenton 
Stable, was returned winner of the Broad 
view Handicap, feature attraction on Thurs- 
day’s program at Thorncliffe Park, after 
one of the most thrilling finishes ever wit-, 
nessed at the track. At the end he scored 
by a nose from James Arthur’s Leonard G., 
while third fell to J. W. Dayton’s Wraith. 

Ideal weather conditions again prevailed 
and another large crowd turned out to wit- 
ness the sport. 

Gantner was most alert at the post and 
from a good start he sent Sarko to the front 
and opened up a good gap on the others. 
Wraith followed closest in pursuit, while 
Ombrage was racing in third position and 
Leonard G. was trailing far back. Entering 
the homestretch Lang sent Leonard G. after 
the leaders and, coming around on the out- 
side, the colt closed with a cyclonic rush and 
would have beaten the winner had the dis- 
tance been a triflo greater. Incidentally 
this race marked the first victory of the 
meeting for the Kenton Stable and a double 
for jockey Gantner. 

The secondary feature of the day’s races 
resulted in a driving finish between J. P. 
Smith’s Gray Gables and E. Trotter’s Ang- 
lum Maid, the former winning by a length, 
while Anglum Maid took second place by 
three lengths from the early pacemaker. 
Warning. 

"Warning started out to make a runaway 
affair of the race and set a fast pace for 
the first half mile. Rounding the turn for 
home Gantner called upon Gray Gables and 
the son of Assagai gamely responded to 
the call and at the end he was drawing clear 
from the 'others. Anglum Maid tired when 
challenged by the winner. 

Jockey F. Stevens rode his second winner 
of the afternoon when he guided L. R. Kni- 
fong’s Doctor Corbett to a clear victory over 
Arendal and Racket in the third race. 

Doctor Corbett had to be much the best to 
W’in. He began slowly, but made up ground 
rapidly and, overhauling the leaders one by 
one, came with a big rush in the stretch and 
at the end won easily by a length and a half. 
Arendal tired badly after racing into the 
lead when entering the stretch and just man- 
aged to last it out for second place. 

King John, after following the early pace 
closely, came with a belated rush in the 
stretch to win the sixth race, at one mile 
and a sixteenth. At the end he scored by 
a length from Cote d’Or, with the early pace- 
maker, Plow Steel, in third place, two lengths 
farther back. 

Seven juveniles paraded for the opening 
race at four and a half furlongs. This fell | 
to L. Campbell’s speedy colt hJarla Baby, a ! 
son of Earla Mor and War Baby. Earla | 
Baby was easily best of the field. Chalmers 
sent him into a long early lead and rounding | 
the turn for home he drew away from the 
others and at the end won by a length from 
Effort. Battleman finished third, three 
lengths further back and a length before 
Padloek. 

It was a bulky field of Canadian-foaled 
platers that faced starter Cassidy in the sec- 
ond race at five and a half furlongs. The

OTTAWA, Ont., 3Iay 29. — One of the larg- 
est crowds in the history of Connaught I*ark 
turned out this afternoon to see the racing 
on the third day of the spring meeting. T. P. 
Gorman, secretary of the association, was 
roundly complimented upon the gathering. 
Plasant weather, coupled with the occurence 
of Ascension Thursday and the incident holi- 
day, caused the turnout. Although the man- 
agement expected a goodly patronage todaj*, 
it was unprepared for the assemblage. Pro- 
grams were at a premium after the- second 
race. 

The Holiday Purse featured the program. 
Malapert, fiying the silks of the Canadian 
Seagram Stable won the contest. Poorest 
Flower, R. T. Wilson’s filly, finished .second. 
Suppliant, another New Yorker, was third. 

Forest Flower opened up a long lead in 
the early running. Nearing the half. Sup- 
pliant began to move upon her and Malapert 
began pressing them both about the same 
time. Terry Wilson had ridden patiently up 
to this time upon the English-bred daughter 
of Charles O’Malley. When urged, she came 
to the outside of the leaders, wore them down 
in the stretch and won by a length and a 
half, with plenty in reserve. This filly is of 
the improving sort and may go on to better 
things. Forest Flower, in spite of the energy 
spent in her early dash, held on gamely, win- 
ning second money by a head. 

Under the riding of J. Judy, an apprentice 
under contract to George Phillips, Night 
Raider made all the pace in the mile and 
three-sixteenths of the sixth and won by a 
length from Wedding Prince. Irish Pat was 
third in a fild of six. At the half it appeared j 
as if Judy had made too much use of Night I 
liaider and that the pursuers were about to | 
run over him, but he .saved gr^ound thereafter j 
and opened up a safe lead entering the ' 
stretch. 

Ccral Reef, flying the silks of J. W. Kearns, 
scored her second consecutive victor>' in the 
third race, a three-quarters dash. Scobie 
rated her behind the pace, came to the out- 
side of Watch Charm in the stretch and won 
by a neck going away from the son of Spur. 
Jackson finished third, five lengths behind 
the first two- after an even race.

LOUISVILLE, Ky, May 29. — Attracting the best field of two-year-olds since the 
inauguration of racing in Kentucky this year, the Bashford Manor Stakes, at four and 
one-half furlongs, the 15,000 added feature at Churchill Downs Decoration Day, pro- 
vides a .<^plendid holiday attraction and should offer a fine contest. Nine highly regarded 
two-year-old colts and geldings have been named to struggle for the prize, which last 
year was taken by Black Gold and which victory proved the first step of that now 
famous celt’s onward march to turf fame and distinction. Included in this year’s list 
of starters is Williams Bros.’ Reputation, conceded to be the two-year-old western 
champion so far shown. There is a wealth of good material in the remainder* of the 
list of starters. 

The Bashford Manor is not the only attraction of a stellar nature at Churchill 
Downs Friday afternoon, as the Memorial Day Handicap, for the mature horses and at 
one mile and a sixteenth, is down for decision. Seven good ones are named to gp in it.

NEW YORK. N. Y.. 3Iay 29.— It was an- 
other drearj' day that greeted the faithful 
at Belmont Park Thursday. The w’eather 
was mild, but it was showery most of the 
day, while it frequently reached the volum** 
of a storm. The track w’as muddy and the 
day was featureless except for a three- 
quarters handicap for fillies and mares that 
resulted in a victory for George D. Widoner’s 
Salacia. The happening of the day was a 
disqualification that came in the mile of a 
claiming handicap, in w’hich Edward Arling- 
ton’s Fredericktown. after beating home 
C'larence Buxton’s 3Ii.ssionary and the Glen 
Riddle Farm’s Dinna Care, was set back for 
stretch bumping. 

As is always the case there w’as a wide 
difference of opinion on the guilt of Fred- 
ericktown and many expressed the opinion 
that Dinna Care, and Ponce, who rode him. 
were to blame for the fouling. It all hap- 
pened in the run through the last three-six- 
teenths. Missionary w’as tiring in front and 
Dinna Care, under a miserable ride by Ponce, 
was in second place. Then Fredericktown 
rushed up and little Harvey, who had the 
mount, was steering a cour.se between the two 
that led him. Those w’ho charge Dinna Care 
was to blame say that Ponce swung him 
over and bumped Fredericktown, forcing him 
against Missionary. 

It is a fact that 3Iissionary was tiring 
badly at the end. Fredericktown went away 
easily after the mixup. There was bumping 
and plenty of it, and the stewards made th<? 
ruling after having interrogated both Colti- 
lettl. who rode Missionary, and Harvey, 
Fredericktowrn’s jockey. 

L.4DY lUAN.i DISAPPOINTS. 

The big surprise in the race of the threo- 
quarters handicap, for fillies and mare.s, 
wras the bad showing of the Rancocas Stable's 
Lady Diana. She was utterly unable to 
run in the going and fini.shed a bad last, 
though before the race she was considered 
one of the surest w’inners of the day. 

Salacia, the winner, show’ed a decidedly im- 
proved perform^ce, and also demonstrated 
that she is much at home in the muddy going. 
From a good start she opened up a lead on 
her opponents and was at no time threat- 
ened. Miss Star and I.^dy Diana raced 
closely lapped back of the Widener filly, 
while Whetstone, the only other starter, wras 
unable to keep up with the parade. When 
the stretch was reached Miss Star shook off 
Lady Diana, and the Rancocas Stable filly 
slowed so badly that she lost third to W'het- 
stone. 

For an opening offering there was a four 
and a half furlong dash through the straight 
for selling plater two-year-olds and H. (\ 
Fisher’s Bright Idea proved rather a handy 
winner under a snug ride by L Fator. (». VV. 
Loft’s Haf just saved sei*ond place by a 
head from Mrs. T. J. Carroll’s 3Iiss Babe, ami 
W'. V. Casey’s Gipsy Flyer was a close fourth. 

W’illiam Martin’s Valador found the going 
to his liking in the mile condition race that 
w*as the second on the program and he was 
an easy winner from King Albert, which in 
turn only saved second place by a nose from 
Lally, though it was ver>’ close, because 
O’Hara was using up the Randolph gelding 
w’hen he found he could not catch Valador. 

IN RATTLING FINISH. 

Fourteen cheap ones raced over the mile 
of the fifth race and it brought about a rat- 
tling finish when Mrs. J. L. Holland’s 
Apolog>’ was just winner over T. C. Saw- 
yer’s Belcross with Edward Arlington’s 
Gladys V. rather a distant third. The start 
was a good one and Belcross quickly found 
his way into a goo<l lead, but T. W. I>oyle. 
who had the mount, was in too much of a 
hurry and he .sent him right along througli 
the difticult going as though riding a three- 
quarters dash. It was not until w'ell into the 
stretch that Belcross weakened and not until 
the closing strides that Apology was up to 
snatch the victory. Gladys V.. as usual, was 
outrun early and closed considerable ground 
to be third. 

R. T. Wilson supplied the final winner of 
the afternoon in the heavily supported Sena- 
lado, ridden by Marinelli, which heat home 
a band of two-year-old maidens with ea.se. 
J. K. Madden’s Blue Ridge raced to second 
place, while J. L. Holland’s Delhi Boy was 
third.

More on Early Entries. 

Some Difficulties. 

Scratch Bole Importance. 
Stakes at Churchill. 

The question of earlier entries at the New 
York tracks is a subject that has come up 
a^ain and it appears now there is a general 
appreciation of the good that would come from 
this earlier closing. It would tend to bring 
about better Aelds and would at the same time 
afford better opportunity to amend a pro- 
gram when a race did not fill satisfactorily. 
But there is a reason for the present late 
closing in New York. It is a reason that 
does not exist in any other of the racing 
localities. 

In New York there are so many horses that 
are not stabled at the course over which the 
meeting is being conducted that there would 
be some complications in inking upon early 
closing of entries. Now with the racing at 
Belmont Park many of the horses are stabled 
either at Aqueduct or Jamaica. It is there 
they are trained end it is there the trainers 
have to put in their time in the early morn- 
ing. With the entries not closing until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon it is most convenient 
for the trainers to defer making entries until 
they have come to the races. 

This is the first argument that has been 
offered against the early closing of entries and 
it is a fairly good one. Of course, it would be 
possible to take entries over the telephone and 
mm'X might make the early closing possible, 
but the fact that the trainer, that is, many of 
them, are employed elsewhere in the early 
morning and forenoon is something of a handi- 
cap. 

At other race courses it is usual that the 
horses are all stabled at the track over which 
the racing is being conducted and that, of 
course, makes the early closing infinitely more 
convenient than it would be in New York. 
Hie early closing could readily apply to both 
the Empire City and the Saratoga meetings, 
where the horses are all on hand, but it is 
readily understood that there are complication.^^ 
in early closing at the Ixmg Island tracks. 

This is set forth in excuse for the present 
late closing of entries, but it would seem that 
there could be a plan that would still make 
the early closing possible when its importance 
is taken into consideration. 

It would be a bit confusing if there was one 
closing time at Empire City and Saratoga and 
another for Belmont Park, Aqueduct and Ja- 
maica and, if the change is to be made, it 
would apply to all the tracks. 

Still another scheme that appears entirely 
feasible would be to have the entries close at 
the various training grounds at an hour that 
would make possible the reporting of such en- 
tries to the racing secretar>' at the closing 
time on the track over which the races are to 
be run. 

In Louisville there are many horses that are 
trained and stabled at the Douglas Park track 
and Churchill Downs has its eariy closing. At 
Bowie and Laurel, in Maryland, entries are 
received in ample time from trainers who have 
their quarters at old Benning course in W^ash- 
ington and there are other tracks with early 
closing of entries where the horses come from 
neighboring training grounds. 

The early closing could be established. It 
would require a bit more trouble at the Ixing 
Island tracks than at Empire City and Sara-

toga, but the benefit that w’ould come appears 
to be well worth the trouble. Horsemen would 
quickly fall in with such a rule and it is prob- 
able they would realize before long that it w’as 
a good one. 

In the Babylon handicap at Belmont Park 
Wednesday, when a promised field of seven 
was scratched down to two starters, there was 
again brought home the importance of an 
adequate scratch rule. 

If there was a rule demanding that 
scratches be made at 9, or even 10 o'clock the 
morning of the race, it would have been pos- 
sible to declare the Babylon Handicap off 
and substitute another race. When late 
scratches are pemiittetl it becomes impossible 
to fill a substitute race. 

There may have been excellent reason for 
the scratching of Transmute, Klondyke, Dunlin, 
Homestretch and Aga Khan, because of the 
changed track condition, but if these horses 
had been withdrawn in the early forenoon 
it would have been easily possible to fill 
another race to take the place of the tw’o- 



horse disappointment. This is done on other 
tracks where there is an early scratch rule, 
and it makes for better racing. 

The same argument that has been offered 
against an early closing of entries will be made 
against the early scratch rule, but these argu- 
ments should be overcome. If these changes 
are made in the rules it ought to make for 
better fields and better fields will surely make 
for more entertaining racing. 

Tw’o big features remain at Churchill Down.s 
before the close of that tremendously success- 
ful meeting of the Kentucky Jockey Club. 
These are the Bashford Manor Stakes to be 
decided Friday -Decoration Day and the 
Kentucky Oaks, down for decision Saturday.

TALES OF MASTER ROBERT 



How the Grand National Winner 
Was Chased by Railroad Train 



Ills Breeding Was .\crideiital as Dnm*s 
Owner Had Heelded to .Mate Her 
W'ith a C’lydesdale. 



(By E. E. (’OUSSELL.) 

I..ONDON, England, April 21. — Some fur- 
ther romantic hist«»ry concerning the (I rand 
National winner Ma.ster Uobi'rt has just been 
revealed hy Robert McKinlej*, who bred 
him, .,at his first attempt of breeding thor- 
oughbreds. Indeed it was a very near thing 
lie w’as ever bred at all. 

His dam, Dodds, foaled in S<*otland. was 
as a foal sent to Ireland to be wintered in 
County Donegal. She ahnost succumbed on 
the journey and was such a wT*etchedly weak 
animal that for da.vs .she could not stand 
on her feet* 

As a yearling she developed a deformity 
in one of her hind legs which caused Mr. 
Dodd, who bred her. to give her away to 
the late Robert Pater.son. who had been 
keeping the animals belonging to Mr. Dodd. 

Ultimately Paterson br«‘d .several foals, 
all fillies, from Dodds, 'I'hey were small 
and useless looking so they were sold as 
tr»K*pers to the army. I’aterson w’as tired 
of breeding thoroughbreds from Dodd.s and 
in 1912 wished to mate the mare w'ith a 
Clydesdale horse owned by Robert McKin- 
ley. The latter was most persuasive in 
endeavoring to induce Paterson to use a 
thoroughbred stallion. His efforts were in 
vain. After considerable argument McKin- 
ley eventually agreed to lend the mare to 
his friend for breeding purposes. She w’as 
at once mated with Moorside II., then in 
his first season at the stud. The result was 
Master Robert. 



PATERSON MAKES AN OFFER. 

When the National winner w’as about thref 
months old Paterson offered to give Dodds 
to McKinley if the latter would give him th( 
colt foal. McKinley refu.sed for three rea- 
sons— two of them particularly Irish in char- 
acter. Firstly, becau.se the colt was foaled 
on McKinley’s birthday ; secondly, becaust 
he was the first foal sired by Moorside II. 

The real reason, c»f courst*. was that Mc- 
Kinley liked his colt too well to part with 
him. A monetary inducement was refused. 
Finally, after looking around McKinley’s 
other horses, Pater.son fancied a Clydesdak 
colt foal and offered to exchange Dodd.s for 
this foal, w'hich offer McKinley accepted. 
Thus the mare became his property. 

Master Robert was an enormous size when 
born. As his breeder ’tells “almost 
twice" the size of an ordinary foal. He 
grew like a mushroom and as a yearling was 
leggy indeed. 

As a two-year-old Ma.ster Robert wa.s 
sent to be trained by Maurice Reidy at the 
<’urragh. He returned the colt to his breeder 
as he considered the son of Moorside II. too 
big and overgrown as well as not quick 
enough in his stride to a.‘ompete with smarter 
youngsters.

till five or six years old and make a steeple- 
chaser of him. 

Master R(»bert at the Plough. 

When he arrived home Mr. McKinley had 
Master Rol>ert gelded. His son at that time 
was with the British army in France. Hav- 
ing no one to exercise the hors- or look 
after him properly, McKinley thought a 
little plough work would be good for Master 
Robert and help to keep him right. Ac- 
cordingly he proceeded to earn his keep in 
this useful manner, though naturally he was 
not distressed with overwork. 

At the end of 1919, Master Robert went 
into the stable of the late "Algy” Anthony, 
vvho was then preparing Troytown for the 
Grand National of 1920. which he won 
Master Robert did the "donkev work" to 
such purpose that when the National was 
over and the horse returned to his breeder 
a.s no good, he was so soured that he even 
refused to do farm work. 

Some time during 11.20 Master Hobert wa.s 
sold for $2;»0. The buyer w'as Mr Elliott 
who owned Moorside II. j:Hiott kept the 
gelding about six w^eeks before he was glad 
to pass him on at a small profit and felt 
he was fortunate to be able to do so. 

Whil# Elliott owned him, Alaster Robert 
spent most if not all his time at grass in a 
big field alongside the Donegal railway 
track. One day wnien a train (which are 
.somewhat few and far between) was pass- 
ing. Ma^ster Robert Lnk fright. He jumped 
the gates, got on the line and galloped along 
the track in front of the engine for about 
two mile.s, until he came to a bridge across 
the Kiver h^nn. It was a trestle bridge .so 
Master Robert could net cross it as be 
had no footing. 

He therefore quietly jumped into a mea- 
dow at a place where the railway track is 
far above the adjoining lands. How Alaster 
Robert e.scaped breaking his neck or a ie^ 
or why the train d d not cut him to pieces 
will ever remain a mystery. 

Such are the further details of the career 
of a National winner, wliosc history must 
be about the most romantic in the annals 
of the world-f.imous steeplechase. Had Su- 
perman not gave way in training. Mastei 
Robert would never have starf^d at Liver- 
pool. It was only the most skillful veterin- 
ar.v treatment which kfpt him on his feet for 
.sufficient time to enable liim to triumph 
in the Grand Natimal. which is practically 
certain to prove his last race.

ERRATIC DERBY FAVORITE 

Peculiar Gaper of Tom Pinch in 
the Race for the Two 
Thousand Guineas. 



It is well, when di.scussing a race like the 
coming Derby, to get clear of patent errors of 
fact. Thus there has been a strong combina- 
tion of error to make the public believe that 
Tom Finch’s lapse in the last furlongs of the 
Two Thousand Guineas occurred earlier, while 
he was coming down the descent into the Dip. 
This is absolutely incorrect. He came beauti- 
fully down the hill, and it was on -the ascent 
out of the Dip that he suddenly checked and 
half-stoppt‘d for a stride or tw'o. It is im- 
portant to understand this fact — for it is a 
fact — and not to he misled hy fancies that 
Tom Pinch will not ccnie down the hill at 
Epsom. As a matter of fact, w'ith his superb 
shoulders and easy action 1 am inclined to 
think he will he at his host on that part 
Ox the couise. Whether he will be e(|ually at 
home on the long ascent to the Furzes is h.v 
no means so clear, for his dev’elopineiit be- 
liind the saddle is not ideally adapted to hill 
climbing. He is far from pow’erfiilly muscled 
in his quarters and Jthighs, and he is some- 
what high from the hock to tlie ground. 
Moreover, he is rather light of flank and 
hiin. In these points he may improve, hut 
at present I should say that galloping up 
hill will trouble him a lot more than gallop- 
ing down. I must say that Tom Pinch does 
not impress me as Gaptain Guttle did. and 
comparisons of their Tw’o n’housand Guineas 
running are absurd, for Gaptain Guttle had 
done practically no work betw'een the ('raven 
Meeting and the F’irst Spring — for reason.-s 
which never yet have been fairly fathomed 
— -whereas Tom Pinch stripped really fit last 
\V t'dnesday, and pulled up without any sign 
of distress. Gaptain GuUle. on the other 
hand, after his Two Thousand Guineas, was 
blowing like a grampus, as 1 know, for I was 
in the box while they were putting him to 
rights and scraping the sweat and lather 
off him. As to Tom Pinch, it only remains 
to he explained wJiy he acted as he did and 
lost about two lengths wdien not two hun- 
dred yards from the finisli of the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas. I believe that it was due to 
his running him.self short of breath and. con- 
sequently. of oxygen. The earlier race 
showed him under forcible control, very ex- 
c ted and unbalanced, and all to pieces when 
the speed was sudd-'nly turned on. In the 
T w'o Thousand Guineas the opposite extreme 
v\as adopted, and. as I believe, the impetuous 
colt ran him.self momentarily blind. Next 
time a happy mean may he discovered, and 
with judicious restraint exercised I am in- 
clined to believe that q'om Pinch will win 
the Newmarket Stakes. 

THE RIDIN(i OF TOM PTNC H. 

Archibald is a good . jocke.v. and he is hav- 
ing a rather rotten time with this strange 
eolt, but I think he will have got at the 
psychology of him next time, .s<> as to help 
him to help himself. As to the idea that 
larks or other birds flew^ up and startled 

Uinch, that is mere folly. A siniilai > 
suggestion was made in 1910, when Tressady 
liad g:ot Neil Govv and Whisk Broom easily 
beaten for the Graven Stakes of that spring, 
and siuldenly whipped ax'ross to the right 
with his jockey. Higgs. It looked as though 
lie was going over the rails, and h^ narrow- 
ly escaped from doing .so. It a more 

mysterious incident than the recent one of 
Tom Finch, for Tres.sady was winning his 
race beyond all question, hut someone said 
that birds— partridges. I think— had flown 
up and startled him. This was really ridic- 
ulous. for two earlier races, with large fields, 
had been run over the course. I think that 
Tressady, like Tom Piiieh. had run hini- 
.self blind for the time being. He recov- 
ered, and w’as beaten only a neck fi>r second 
place by Whisk Broom. Sam Llariing, who 
trained Tressady. told me that afternoon he 
had never had charge of so good a colt. 
For sinne reason or another, he never got 
over that race, and was sold as a stallion 
to the late Randwiek trainer, “Ike" Earn- 
shaw’. He has done good service in New' 
South Wales, and for the last sea.son came 
out eleventh in the list of winning stallions.

NEW YORK, N. Y.,’ May 29.— Visitors to 
Belmont Park this year will find that the 
management of the Westchester Racing As- 
sociation is living up to its promise to main- 
tain Belmont Park as an amusement center 
of which New York may well be proud. 

Under a plan approved by Major Belmont 
and his associates many improvements have 
been installed since last year. Hundreds of 
trees and shrubs have been planted in va- 
' rious parts of the grounds which were al- 
ready noted for their aboreal beauty. A 
further appeal has been made to the public 
in the completion of a new restaurant which 
will serve both the patrons of the enclosure 
and the grandstand, though the spaces are 
divided by an ornately embellished wall with 
mirrors that give an impression of added 
spaciousne.ss. V 

Arrivals at the enclosure entrance will 
find the hitherto barren area beneath the 
stand a vista of laurel, box, and orange 
trees in tubs, with the flower embowered 
bijou restaurant showing invitingly in the 
distance. The transformation of this space 
indicates the versatility of the landscape 
artist at his best. 

The restaurant proper overlooks the pad- 
dock. When the great window's, with their 
fifteen foot spans of glass are raised, as 
they will be in fine weather, the outdoor 
api>eal will be almost as strong as though 
the tables w'ere set beneath the trees. The 
outer fringe of the windows have boxes filled 
with geraniums, as a brilliant decoration. 

The entire color scheme is aesthetic and 
restful. The cool gray of the stucco and 
the warmth of the ornamental red brick 
employed in the pillars make an artistic 
background for the masses of hydrangea 
blooms with which they are festooned. Boxes 
painted a light green to harmonize with 
the artistic lattice with w'hich the room 
is bounded are employed effectively in a 
space whose beauty must be seen to be 
appreciated. Scattered at intervals are trees 
of bay and laurel, with one orange tree in 
fruit, the whole heightening the impression 
of the outdoors. The floor is of w'hite and 
black squares and the entire improvement 
which reflects the taste of Joseph E. Wid- 
ener, a member of the Westchester direct- 
orate. is artistic in the extreme. 

The restaurant for the general public is 
on the track side and accessible from the 
north. It has the same general scheme of 
embellishment as the enclosure, though less 
elaborate. A row' of boxes, filled w'ith suberb 
hydrangeas in full flower along the w'all 
gives a touch of color to an ensemble that is 
bright and cheerful even on a depressing, 
rainy day. That many will find both these 
rt‘.staiirants delightful lunching places is 
certain. 

The scheme of beautification has not been 
confined to the area beneath the stand. A 
noatly clipped hedge show's on either side 
of the judges’ enclosure, w’hile the back of 
the building in the rear of the stewards’ 
portion of the structure has a window box 
filled W'ith geraniums to lend a touch of color 
that is most restful to the eye. 

That portion of Belmont Park reserved 
for the Turf and Field club will be none too 
large to accommodate the membership of the 
organization w'hich now totals 59G — only four 
from the reserve of 600. The grow'th of this 
club, which has on its roster the names of 
many of the most prominent members of 
society in the east, has been remarkable in 
the past year, w'hen nearly 200 recruits w'ere 
gained. For the first time in the history 
of the organization there is a w'aiting list.
